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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) 
based upon an application filed in Japan on 4/24/02. A claim for priority under 35 

U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) cannot be based on said application, since the United States application was 
filed more than twelve months thereafter. 

2. It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in prior 
Application No. 10/249,614, filed 4/23/04. A reference to the prior application must be inserted 
as the first sentence of the specification of this application or in an application data sheet (37 
CFR 1.76), if applicant intends to rely on the filing date of the prior appUcation under 35 U.S.C. 
1 1 9(e) or 120. See 37 CFR 1 .78(a). For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, the reference must 
include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, or continuation-in-part) of all 
nonprovisional applications. Also, the current status of all nonprovisional parent applications 
referenced should be included. 

If the application is a utility or plant apphcation filed under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 1(a) on or after 
November 29, 2000, the specific reference to the prior application must be submitted during the 
pendency of the application and within the later of four months fi^om the actual filing date of the 
application or sixteen months from the filing date of the prior appUcation.

Double Patenting 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed Cir. 1985); In re Van Omum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 
1970);and, In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) may be used to 
overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting ground 
provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly owned with this 
application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1, 1994, a registered attomey or agent of record may sign a terminal 
disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 37 
CFR 3.73(b). 
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4. Claims 1-8 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-8 of U.S. Patent No. 6,806,443. Although the 
conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because the 
patented claims include all the elements recited in the pending claims including the plate-shaped 
sintered ceramic body made of the recited elements, the resistive heating element having the 
recited elements, and the claimed fluctuation of the puUback strength within the recited range. 
Once the applicant received patent for a more specific embodiment, the appUcant is not entitled 
to a patent for the generic or broader invention this is because the more specific invention 
"anticipates" the broader invention. 

Claim Rejections -35 use §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Katsuda et al 
(US 6,204,489). 

Katsuda shows the structure claimed including a plate-shaped sintered ceramic body 
made of aluminum nitride, silicon nitride or aluminum oxide with a resistive heating body made 
of Mo, W or Pt forming and defining a substantive domain having an outer peripheral edge that 
is symmetrically concentric with respect to the plate or disc shaped ceramic body. However, 
Katsuda does not explicitly show the claimed puUback length within the claimed ratio. 
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But Katsuda shows that the peripheral edge of the heating element is symmetrically and 
concentrically formed with the ceramic body and shows the concentrically formed heating edge 
uniformly forming along the circular shaped of the ceramic body showing a uniformly spaced 
width/length between the outer peripheral edge of the heating element and the outer peripheral 
edge of the ceramic body. In Ught of such showing, it would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to provide the puUback length within the claimed ratio to uniformly 
distribute the heating temperature across the heating surface of the ceramic body. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kawanabe et al (US 6,133,557) and Yoshida et al (US 6,080,970) show 
concentrically formed heating element along the peripheral edge of the circular ceramic body.
